TURKEY DEMANDS THE CESSION 
OF THESSALY, 


Wit Fight to Ketain It-England Deter~ 
ft Not Assisted 


Flap = Lone 


London, June 14.—A speciat epatch 
from Athens to the Exchangy Teregraph 
Company reports that the armistice be- 
tween Greece and Turkey haa been 
broken by the Turks mobilizing  rein- 
forcements, fortifring Volo and/Prevesa, 
and sending troops to xarious islands. 
The despatch reports also that-the Turk- 
tsh fleet passed out throngh the Dar 
danelles at 1 o'clock last night. 

A Saloniea despatch published here to- 
day say arope had better make up 
its mind to a prolonged Turkish oecupa- 
tion of Thessaly. The Salonica railway 
ik as busy as on the eve of the war. 
Trains conveying troops and stores have 
been running ceaselessly for three 
months. Europe scarcely seems to under- 
stand the position of affair éven now. 
It is this: There are 250,00) Ottoman 
troops in ‘Thestaly at the present mo- 
ment, and 3w),000 more in Macedonia 
and the Sultan wants 
to know which power or combination of 
powers is going to undertake the job of 
turning him and his soldiers out. Turk- 
ish civil and military officers of the high- 
est rank are continually passing to and 
from Constantinople, and all snap thelr 
fingers at the powers, and say rude 
things of the Ambassadors. These officers 
know what 1s going on in the palace, 
There ts not one of them who does not 
langh to scorn the idea of any combina- 
tion of the powers against Turkey.” 

New York, June 11.—A London de- 
spatch to the Sun says: “The Eastern 
situation must be regarded as extremely 
ominous, despite the favorable reports of 
the progress of the peace . negotiations. 
Turkey continues to demand Thessaly, 
and proposes to enforce her claim, even 
if England should attempt to drive her 
out. On the other hand, there t¥ every 
evidence that Great Britain intends to 
maintain her positon. The English pross 
has not yet announced the positive dee- 
laration that the Salisbury Government 
will withdraw from the ‘concert unless 
Turkey js compeiled to relinquish Thess 
aly.”
